On Saturday, petitions were circulated 
for signatures, to request the Selectmen to 
call atown meeting on Tuesday, (yester- 
day) “to take inte consideration the Oppor- 
tunity that is now presented lor rernoving in 
gome degree the embarrassments and re- 
strictions on the commerce of the United 
States, by a renewal of trade with the king- 
doms of Sjain and Portugal, and thetr pro- 


-yinces and colonies; and if the town should 


think proper, to prepare and present a re- 
spectful petition to the President of the 
United States, requesting him, according 
co the power vested in him by Congress, to 
suspend the act Jaying an embargo on all 
ships and vessels in the ports and harbors 


-ef the United States, and the several acts 


supplementary thereto ; at least so far as 
inay respect the trade of the United States 
with the kingdoms of Spain and Portugal, 
end their provinces and colonies :—Or to 
adopt any other measures that may be con- 
sidered by the town more proper for re- 
inoving the embarrassments under which 
Gur trade is now suffering.” 

Agreeably to this notification, a very 
mMumerous meeting was held in Fanuiel- 
Hall, at 10 o’clock; when Stephen Cod- 
traun, Esq. was chosen Moderator. The 
notification was then read, when the Hon. 
Jonathsn Mason, after a number of very 
pertinent remarks on the subject, offered 


“the following motion in the forin of a vo.e :— 


Voted, that itis expedient for the town of 


Boston respectfully to petition the presi- 
“dent of the U. States to suspend the laws 


laying an Embargo either wholly or tn part, 
accordine tothe power vested in him by 
the Congress of the United States ; and if 
any coubis should exist as to the suflicien 

cy of those powers, that he be requested to 
call Conzress together as scon as may be ; 
and ihat a committee of eight persons be 
Appointed to prepare and submit to the 
‘town a petition in confornity. 


The motion was secended from everv 
quarter of the Hall; anda very suirited aud 
eloquent debate ensued.—~in which the mo- 


_ Mon was sustained by the Hon. Aér. ALeson, 


40. Danie Sergeant, the Hon. M4veesrs. Oris, 
and Gore. And was offrosed by Mr. William 
Marvis, Benjumin Austin, and George Biake, 
Esquires, ‘The debate was protracted, un- 
til two o'clock, when the question to ado: 
the motion of Mr. Mason, passed by an 
immense majority ; (not more than twenty 
or thirty hands against it.) 

The foliowinz gentlemen were chosen 
On the commiiitee, viz. Hon. Janathan Ala- 
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son, Mr. Daniel Sergeant, Hon. Christofiher 
Gore, Mr. James Perkins, Mr. Arnold Weils, 
Mr. Thomas H. Perkins, and Hon, William 
Brown. The town then voted to add the 
Modciator ; and adjourned to 4 o’clock, 
then to receive the report of the commii- 
lec. 

At four o’clock the town re-assembled 
according to adjournment ; when the com- 
mittee reported the subsequent Memorial ; 
which was read from the chair, and passed 
nearly unanimously. We believe there 
were not half a dozen hands against it in 
the hall.

The inhabitants of the town of Boston, in

‘Lhat they are fully aware of the indis- 
pensable necessity of supporting, at all 
times, the laws, enacted by the govern- 
ment of their choice.—Unier this impres- 
sion they have refrained from expressing 
the wishes they mos. sensibly feel for the 
removal of the Embarvro; and but for the 
great events In Lnrope, which materially 
chanvre the aspect of our boreigna Relations, 
they would yet stieutly wait for the meet- 
in of Congress, in the hope of obtaining 
from that honorable bedy, relief from the 
pressure of this great calamity, which bears 
with pecuiar “ eight on the eastern States.

Voted, That the Selectmen be a com- 
mittee to communicate the proceedings of 
the town to the,sclectmen of the other 
towns of the Commonwealth, and to re- 
quest them, if they see fit, to lay the same 
before their several towns for their concur- 
rence. 

This motion also passed nearly unani- 
mously; and, after a vote of thanks to the 
Moderator, the meeting was dissolved.

WARNING TO AMERICANS! 

Atatime when Mr. Jefferson, from a

EGYPT. 
Bonaparte invaded Egypt, where he re- 


‘ 


“peated his promises to respect religion ; 


und where, the more effectually to disguise 
his purposes, he issued a PROCLAMATION, 
declaring himself and his army to be true 
Mahometans ; and boasiing of having made 
war upon the christians, and destroycd 
their religion. Onc of his first deeds, after 
this act of apostacy, was to massacre almost 
ali the inhabitants of the populous city of 
Alexandria. “ The people,’ says one of bis 
Generals, “ betake themselves to their 
Prophet, and fill their Mosques; but men 
and women, old and young, and even babes 
at the breast, are all massacred”! Some 
time after this sanguinary transaction, Lo- 
naparte haviag made prisoners of thiee 
thousand eiht hundred Turks, in the for- 
tress of Jaffa, and wishing to relieve him- 
self from the trouble and expence of guard- 
ing and supporting them, ordered them to 
be marched to an open place, where part of 
his emmy fired on them with musketry and 
grape shot, stabbing and cutting: to death 


the few who escaped the five, while he 


himself looked on and rejoiced at the: hor- 
rid scene. Nor were his cruelies, while 
in Egypt, confined to those whom he cal- 
led his enemies» for finding his hosptrals, 
at Jalfa, crowded with sick soldiers, and de- 
siring to disencumber himsclf of them, he 
ordered one of his physicians to destroy 
them by puison; the physician refused to 
obey; but an apothecary was found willing 
to perpetrate the decd; opium was mixed 
with the food, and thus five hundred and 
eighty Frenchmen perished by the order 
ef the General under whose banners they 
fought: by the order of that very man, to 


whose despotic sway the whole French na- 


tion now patiently submit. 
Let thm so submit; but let not Ameri- 


cans Gwhatever may be Mr. Jefierson’s de- 


termination) think of such shameful, such 
degrading submission. 

Such was the treatment which the coun- 
try experienced under Bonaparte. But 
when he had disgracefuily fled from the 
Jand which he had thus fleeced, ravaged 
and scourged, his vile army sul continued 
io committhose abominable excesses which 
had marked their progress in every coun- 
try so unfortunate asto fall under their ty- 
ranny. 

SWITZERLAND. 


In Switzerland, where high rank and 
great riches were unknown, where men 
were nearest upon an equality than in any 
other country in the world; in a country 
having no- commerce, scarcely any mancface 
tures, and possessing few of the sources of 
wealth and distisction ; a country.of shep- 
herds and laborers; acountry which might 
be truly said to contain a nation of poor

men; in such a county to cry “war to 
palaces” seemed uscles» and absurd. Yet 
Gid the French find a pretext for war with 
this poor and harmilcss race, and for inva- 
ding and laying waste their tervitory. Altes 
having, by means of an armistice, joined 
toa most solemim promise of respect foi 
persons and propeity, lulled the people in- 
to a state of imaginary security, the armis- 
tice was broken, and the French pushed on 
their forces, when those of the Swiss were 
dispersed. Resistance on the part of the 
Jatter, whose numbers did not amount to a 
tenth of those cf their flagitious enemy.now 
became hopeless; and though the litue ar- 
my was brave, though the people were 
faithful and active, though the last battle 
was long, obstinate and bloody ; though the 
Swiss achicved wonders, and though the 
women fought by the sides of their hus- 
bands, inciting them to victory or death, all 
was in vain! Hundreds and thousands per- 
ished by the sabres of the French, and 
while the earth was strewed with their dead 
bodies, and while the flames ascended from 
the once happy dwellings of this valiant 
and innocent people, the hard-earned and 
long preserved LIBERTIES of Switzer- 
land expired. 
HOLLAND. 

Inhabitants of New-York—the first set- 
tlers of this great and powerful State, listen 
tothe situation of your mother country. 
W hat has become of her liberties, her com- 
merce, her independence? all gone to the 
Charnel House of Corsican perfidy and ra- 
pacity. ‘Lhe brave, hardy, enterprising, 
and frugal sons of Batavia, after having pa- 
ticntly borne every species of oppression, 
and drained of almoss their last shilling, 
have had a King placed over them, the 
mere creature to execute the diabolical 
mandates of the Great Bandit. 

When the French armies entered the 
territories of Holland, her motto was * War 
to the Palacg, but Peace to the Cottage.” 
‘They came to deliver the people from their 
rulers, and from the burthens which those 
rulers imposed.

der. In consequence of the ransom thus 
wrung from the people, the invaders de- 
clared, by public proclamation, that the 
persons and property of the inhabitants 
should be strictly respected ; and that their 
rights, usages, laws and religion, should re- 
main undisturbed. On these assurances, 
thus solemnly made, the credulous people 
(unused to perfidy themselves) all impli- 
citly relied, while some of the poorer clas- 
ses regarded the French, not as enemics, 
but as their deliverers from taxes and la- 
bor.

the spot, or left in a state of mutilation ; 
corn, hay, and straw they wasted or burnt. 
They demolished the household furniture ; 
‘destroyed the utensils of the dairies, the 
barns, and the stables ; tore down the gates; 
levelled the fences. In many places they 
stripped the clothes from the backs of the 
people, set their liquor flowing in the cel- 
lar, burnt their provisions to ashes. The 
churches, whether Romish or Protestant, 
‘they rendered a scene of indiscriminate 
robbery, of sacrilege and blasphemy, too 
shocking to describe. ‘lowards women, of 
all ages and conditions, they were guilty of 
brutality never before heard of ; neither 
extreme youth nor extreme age ; neither 
‘weakness, nor deformity, nor the most 
loathsome disease; neither the pangs of 
labour nor the agonies of death could re- 
strain them ; shrieks, tears, supplications, 
were of no avail; and where fathers, hus- 
bands or brothers interfered, murder sel- 
com failed to close the horrible scene. 
Germans, and descendants ef Germans, 
in every part of the globe, but particularly 
in America, does not your blood chill with 
horror at this dreadful picture ? Yet such 
will be the fate of your adepted country un- 
_less you come out to oppose these fiend- 
like wretches, the Duanes and other agents 
of Bonaparte, who are pursuing the same 
hellish steps which have led to the heart- 
rending scenes above recited. Such are 
the barbarities which have been inflicted 
on other nations. ‘The recollection of them 
will never be effaced; the melancholy 
Story will be handed down fiem generation 
to generation to the everlasting infamy of 
the treacherous Corsican and his bloody 
myrmidons, and as an awful warning te all 
those nations who may hereafter suffer 
themselves to be first betray» d und then in- 
vaied. The United States is one of those 
naulons ; we ere the pecple wlom they have 
already almost seduced to their purposes 
of assisting to destroy the power of Bii- 
Main, whose navy is our only bulwark; we 
are the people whom they will then invade;

Most of the provinces had erecied a provisional 
government ; andrhy English are acti: g in conjunc.

try. With that of Andelusia they have had most 
communicaiion; but those ot Valencia and Asta. 
pias ave most in force—ard that of the former, 
aided by samme regulars, is said tu be on the way to 
Madrid, todrive the French out of it. In short, 
the whcle population of the country isin arms and 
are inveterate »gainst the common enemy. 

To the English nation the Spaniards look for 
support and security, and many dis‘ricts have al-

We are informed, upon what we believe 
to be good authority, that the French pri-
